June 16, 1992 - August 31, 1992 



The department of education Solidarite Afghanistan SOS/PG*BELGIUM 
as usual through its teachers training center gives training to 
the primary school teachers introduced by education cell of UNHCR 
during the summer vacation of schools. This summer vacation for 
schools in N.W.F.P starts on the first day of June. 

According to the understanding between SAB department of education 
and education cell of UNHCR, their teachers can be trained only 
during vacations in T.T.C. For the above reason we included in our 
work plan a 2 1/2 months course for the teachers of education cell 
of UNHCR starting on June 16, 1992. 

To Implement the plan and train their teachers SAB department of 
education sent a letter one month before the beginning of the 
session to the education cell to recruit their untrained primary 
school teachers for the 21st session of T.T.C. Before June 15, 
1992 the answers to our letter started reaching us from the 
different camps and districts according to their share. 

In their letter assistant commissioners of education cell 
introduced their teachers for the course. In our letter we 
requested education cell to send 35 teachers, because in the 
dormitory we can not accommodate more than that. When the 
recruited teachers arrived they were not 35, because some of them 
repatriated to Afghanistan. Only 29 came to be registered. This 
show the impact of repatriation on the number of teachers to be 
trained in Pakistan. The teachers were from the following 
districts of N.W.F.P:

The pronmsa of the Course 



As we have mentioned in our previous reports, these courses are 
for those teachers who are weak in the subjects taught in the 
primary schools as well as in the teaching profession. This is why 
we are teaching the basic subjects of the primary school to 
refresh them and make them competent . 

Teaching the subjects were arranged in such a way that T.T.C 
trainers were teaching the trainees both the subjects and how to 
teach them better. The trainers were preparing aid materials for 
each lesson and using them to convince the trainees how useful 
they are in teaching learning process. 

The methods T.T.C trainers are following are child-centered or 
student-centered. The students are the center of activities not 
the teachers. The trainers direct the lesson and encourage more 
trainees participation. This way we want to encourage our trainee 
teachers to follow the active learning process when they are 
teaching the children in the primary schools. When I observed I 
was impressed by the trainees participation while the trainers 
were giving the lessons. In each subject this procedure was in 
practice to get ride of passive learning or traditional types of 
learning. Parallel to what and how the individual subjects were 
taught two professional subjects General Methodology and 
Psychology were also taught. 

They were taught the meaning of method related to teaching. The 
kinds of method in teaching were taught with the advantages and 
disadvantages of each of them. Practically they were shown which 
method of teaching is the best for certain subject. 

The importance of lesson plan in teaching and the preparation of 
different lesson plans (yearly, monthly & unit plan) were taught 
in detail. How to implement a lesson plan step by step in the 
classroom was discussed. 

To implement the lesson plan better and have better learning 
achievements the preparation of teaching aid materials with the 
proper use were shown to the trainees practically. Each trainee 
had the chance to prepare a set of teaching aid materials toward 
the end of the course from the raw materials provided for them by 
the department of education. 

One of the teaching aid materials introduced by SAB department of 
education in this part of the world is feltboard which can be 
used in teaching language, Mathematics, and social studies. One 
week was assigned for the two trainers (Parwez and Karim) to teach 
the trainees to use the feltboard in teaching language and, 
Mathematics, called feltboard training week. The trainees learned 
and we have to train them because T.T.C at the end of training 
gives a set of feltboard materials along with other teaching aid 
materials to the teachers. Therefore they should be able to use 
it. 
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To show the trainees what is meant by field trip one kind of 
teaching methods we took the trainees to two factories near to 
I.T.C building. One of the factories was Iron furnace and the 
other cool factory. That was a good experience for the teachers to 
have first hand information about the factories and we urge them 
to do so when they are teaching some thing which can be seen near 
the school environment. The teachers themselves really liked it 
and the people of the factories were really happy receiving them. 



Teaching Practice Programme 

T.T.C 21st session coincided with the summer school vacation in 
Peshawar. We could not find any school to take the trainees for 
teaching practice. To solve the problem we arranged for the 
trainees to prepare lessons and give them to their own classes 
instead of going to schools. Each trainee prepared a lesson of the 
subjects taught in the primary schools at the primary level and 
presented to the class. The remaining trainees were supposed to be 
primary school students. 

For the teaching practice programme T.T.C made the timetable for 
each week. Teaching practice programme was according to the 
following order: 

1. There was one day for teaching practice each week . 

2. The programme was implemented in T.T.C. 

3. Each trainee had to prepare a lesson and present to one of 
the classes (A,B). 

4. Each teaching practice time was 80 minutes out of which 40 
minutes for the presentation of the lesson and 40 minutes 
for debates, discussion and critism of the lesson by other 
trainees under the guidance of T.T.C trainers. 

Since teaching practice like other subjects of the course had 
grade and was part of the final examination results the teachers 
were trying their best to use the training practically. Each 
trainee had the chance to give a lesson, to observe his colleagues 
and participate in the discussion after each lesson. The 
timetables of the four weeks related to the teaching practice are 
annexed in the following pages.

The final examination of the course started on August 17, 1992 and 
ended on August 27, 1992. Only 25 teachers could continue till the 
end of the course due to the repatriation. After the examination 
the tests were scored and the results for each trainee were 
written m the certificates. All the process of preparing the 
results and the certificates were completed on August 30, 1992. 

The questions in the examination were based on understanding not 
on rote memorization. There were some questions related to the 
theoretical side of teaching skills about which the teachers 
should have information. We were trying to know about the 
practical side of the training. This was the reason which we faced 
the teachers in tests to certain class situation to deal with 
Also we asked them to prepare lesson plans for different subjects 
In the examination there were questions about the teaching methods 
and the teachers were asked to state the best method of teaching 
m the primary school with its advantages. Comparing the pre- 
course test and the final examination one can see great 
improvement in the standard of the teachers. 

At the end of the examination evaluation sheets were given to the 
trainee teachers to write their views about the course and its 
improvement .

The first to speak was Amir M. Ahmadi Pedagogic Director who 
compared his opening speech with the graduation speech. He told 
the graduated teachers that the department of education fulfilled 
its promise to you on the first day of the course. Now you should 
know that the training programme of SAB SOS/PG*BELGIUM department 
of education is according to the needs of Afghan teachers, 
cultural and value system of Afghan people Ahmadi said. T.T.C 
taught you enough the subjects taught in the primary schools as 
well as professional subjects related to up-grading your 
teaching skills. The real objective of Solidarite Afghanistan 
SOS/PG*BELGIUM is to use the training you have got at the service 
of Afghan children to be educated properly Ahmadi said. Now 
Afghanistan is a free Islamic state. Some people returned to 
Afghanistan and some will go in the near future. You as trained 
teachers through SAB SOS/PG*BELGIUM T.T.C course should take the 
training with you and use it inside Afghanistan Ahmadi said. 

Next to speak was Qazi M. Omer the teacher of Islamiat in T.T.C. 
He thanked SAB and CEC for the assistance given for Afghan people 
and thanked the graduated teachers for their active participation 
in the classroom activities. He asked the teachers to educate the 
children properly to be able to rebuild the destruction of war. 

Representing the education cell of UNHCR a Pakistani by the name 
of Yarmast Khan expressed his appreciation with regard to the 
training of their teachers by SAB. He again asked the teachers to 
use the training in educating Afghan refugees children in the 
camps in Pakistan and later on inside Afghanistan.

One of the participants of the course by the name of Gheyasudin 
spoke on behalf of his colleagues. He also thanked SAB, Belgium 
government and CEC for their assistance given to the people of 
Afghanistan. He said they learned a lot during the 2 1/2 months of 
the course which ftas necessary for up grading their teaching 
skills and competence in the subjects taught in the primary 
schools. He also appreciated the teaching materials of the 
organization and the hard work of the T.T.C trainers during the 
course. On behalf of his colleagues he promised to use the 
training in the education of Afghan children both in Pakistan and 
inside Afghanistan. 



At this stage the certificates of the training were distributed by 
Ahmadi and others. At the sametime teaching aid materials provided 
for after training were distributed to the graduated teachers. 

Finally refreshments were served to the guests and the teachers 
and the 21st session of T.T.C was over at about 11 :30 A.M, August 
31, 1992.
